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SOME REAL FLYING 


The flight of Stanley McMillan from 
Fort Simpson across the Rocky Mountains 
into the wilds of northern British Colum- 
bia, and the ensuing recovery of the plane 
in which the Burke party met disaster 
last October, adds another to the out- 
standing achievements of Canadian air- 
men. 

Feats such as this do not make Cana- 
dian fliers world famous. The applause is 
given to those who hop the Atlantic or do 
other stunts which have no purpose 
other than the winning of applause and 
produce no discoverable result. But Cana- 
dian fliers every winter do things which 
the ocean hoppers could not do, and would 
not try to do unless there was a huge 
prize in money or acclaim somewhere in 
sight. 

These things are done “‘all in the day’s 
work” and in the carrying on of business. 
The men who do them should not on that 
account lack recognition among their 
countrymen. These northern fliers are 
doing more, and have for years been do- 
ing more, than men in any other part of 
the world to make the airplane a thing of 
actual use. 


WHO IS TO VOTE? 


The legislature, it is said, will discuss 
at this session the proposal that a com- 
pulsory wheat pool be established in 
Alberta. The plan as outlined is that the 
idea shall be tried out first on the mem- 
bers of the present voluntary pool. If 
they favor the compulsory proposition, 
the matter will be referred to the farmers 
generally at a plebiscite. 

Those who do not happen to be farm- 
ers will notice that they are thus left out 
of the calculation, and are not to have a 
vote, if a vote is taken on the lines indica- 
ted. Perhaps the idea is that should the 
compulsory pool wind up as the voluntary 
pool has done, the townsmen and other 
non-farmers will also be excused from 
having to help foot the bill? That would 
be the only honorable basis on which the 
proposed plebiscite could be restricted to 
farmers. 

But those who have been clamoring 
for compulsion on the strength of the 
farmers’ vote alone have given no hint 
that the farmers would have to stand the 
entire loss should loss occur. Their plan 
apparently is that a majority of one sec- 
tion of the electorate should be allowed to 
impose the liability upon the entire body 
of the taxpayers of the province. Unless 
the contrary is proved, the fair-minded 
public will absolve the Brownlee Govern- 
ment from suspicion of entertaining any 
such indefensible intention. 


POOL LOSS 


SASKATCHEWAN'S 

Saskatchewan owes the banks $12,- 
400,000 as the result of having guaranteed 
the trading operations of the wheat pool. 
The announcement at least clears up the 
situation as far as that province is con- 
cerned, and gives the taxpayers to under- 
stand what is their position. Nor is the 
sum larger than there was reason to sup- 
pose, 

Alberta taxpayers may hope to escape 
with a smaller measure of responsibility, 
since Saskatchewan is the big wheat ex- 
porting province. It may not be far amiss 
to guess that the obligations of Alberta 
and Manitoba will together approximate 
that of Saskatchewan, and make the total 
losses for the three provinces something 
between $30,000,000 and $35,000,000. 

This liability is of course “contingent,” 
in the sense that should wheat go up far 
enough the pool would be able to unload 
its holdings at a profit, pay its debts, and 
release the provinces. Unless that is to 
happen the “contingent” liability is a very 
real one, and the provinces will have to 
pay. How much paying will have to be 
done cannot be known until the balance of 
the 1929 crop is sold and the accounts 
made up. 

The announcement at Regina should 
be promptly followed by statements at 
Edmonton and at Winnlaeg, which would 
mut the present status of the transaction 

fore the public as definitely as possible. 
That should certainly be done before the 
taxpayers are invited to consider whether 
they want to make themselves financially 
responsible for the whole wheat trade of 
the future, through the agency of a com- 
pulsory pool.

taxpayers of the old lands will find it easy 
to believe that the description fits, with- 
out even knowing what the measures are 
to be. 

Ottawa should also note that the chief 
cause of the financial embarrassment at 
London is the ‘dole’. Unemployment in- 
surance is calculated to cost Britain next 
year $250,000,000, perhaps more, That is 
a stupendous sum to pay out to men for 
doing nothing. The serious fact is that 
this is not a special expedient adopted to 
meet an unusual condition. The bill has 
been mounting year by year, with discon- 
certing rapidity, and seems likely to go on 
growing indefinitely. 

If the parliament of Canada is to adopt 
any permanent scheme for preventing 
distress among those who are unable to 
obtain employment, that should not be 
done by instituting a “dole” system as 
they have it in Britain. That system may 
be the only one applicable there, or the 
one most easily applicable. In a young, 
sparsely settled country, with such vast 
resources as Canada, nobody should be 
paid a subsidy for being idle. 

Every able-bodied man who is given 
relief in Canada should be made to earn 
it by doing work of some kind. Prefer- 
ably the work should be of a useful and 
constructive kind, but if that is not avail- 
able, absolutely useless work is better than 
none. Men may better earn their living 
by shovelling sand to no purpose at all 
than be given handouts,

THE WEEK'S MENUS 

Dr, McCoy's menus suggested for the week begin- 
ning Sunday, February 15th 

Sunday: Breakfast——Waffles, with a small 
amount of maple syrup; stewed figs, Lunch—Baked 
eggplant, string beans, celery and ripe olives. Din- 
ner—Roast veal, cooked spinach and parsley; salad of 
sliced tomatoes; ice cream. 

Monday: Breakfast-—~Poached egg on Melba toast, 
stewed prunes. Lunch—Baked ground beets; small 
green peas; head lettuce with cream cheese dressing 


Dinner—Broiled lamb chops, asparagus; salad of 
shredded raw cabbage; grapejuice whip. 

Tuesday: Breakfast—Whole wheat mush wilh 
cream; stewed raisins. Lanch--8-ounce glas of 
orange juice Dinner—Vegelable soup, Salisbury 


steak, cooked celery, carrots, salad of avocado and 
shredded jettuce; baked pears. 

Wednesday: Breakfast—French omelet, toasted 
cereal biscuit; stewed apples. Lunch-—Baked potato, 
combination salad of chopped raw bects, carrots and 
celery. Dinner—*Casserole of mutton, baked parsnips, 
iurnip greens, asparagus salad; cup custard. 


Thursday: Breakfast—-Cornmeal mush with bul- 
ter or cream, Lunch—Baked squash, mashed = tur- 
nips; lettuce. Dinner—Celery soup, roast pork, 


stewed tomatoes, baked eggplant, salad of raw spin- 
ach leaves; Jello or Jell-well, 

Friday: Breakfast--Coddled eggs, Melba toast, 
pear sauce, Lunch—Lima bean timbales, shredded 
lettuce. Dinner—Baked whitefish, string beans, salad 
of raw cabbage, tomatoes and celery; stewed apri- 
cots, 

Saturday: Breakfast—Cotlage cheese; baked ap- 
ple. Lunch—Baked sweet potatoes, spinach, celery. 
Dinner-—-Roast beef, carrots cooked with meat, cauli- 
flower, salad of stuffed tomatoes; apple whip. 

*Casserole of Mutton: Purchase mutton as for a 
stew and remove as much as possible of the fat. Place 
in w casserole with the desired amount of carrots and 
a littl chopped parsley, adding a cup or more of 
boiling water. Bake for thirty to forty-five minutes, 
and just before taking from the oven mix in about a 
cupful of small green peas. The remaining liquid in 
the casserole may be thickened with dextrinized 
flour, which is prepared by browning white flour in 
a dry pan. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
How Dust Is Eliminated from Lungs 

Question: Curious writes: “I have always been 
rather curious to know and understand just how the 
lungs eliminate the dust and other impurities that 
are carried into the body through breathing, and 
have taken this opportunity to ask you.” 

Answer: Dust which is soluble is usually absorb- 
ed and carried away by the lymphatic vessels. Other 
particles of dust are caught by the mucus and gradu- 
ally propolled by smal! hair-like cells until elimin- 
ated im the form of sputum from. the bronchial 
tubes. Large quantities of dust may not be elimin- 
ated and may ferm a coating inside the lungs, espe- 
cially if the dust is some compound of silica. 


Migraine 

Question: X. Y. Z. asks: “Will you kindly ex- 
plain in what way migraine headache differs from 
any other?” 

Answer: A periodic headache usually occurring 
on one side of the head is what is called by physi- 
cians a migraine headache. Such beadaches will 
sometimes occur at exactly the same time each 
week and are thought to be due in a large measure 
te nervous disturbances. Some psychologists believe 
that the cause is entirely mental, but my epinion is 
that the patient must first be in a highly toxic state 
before mental disturbances wil) produce these peri- 
odical headaches.

A GREAT “UITLANDER” 

The death in Johannesburg of Sir Percy Fitz- 
patrick removes one of the picturesque figures of the 
Transvaal's stormy days. He was ever in the thick of 
the struggle between Paul Kruger and the Uitlanders, 
and was Secretary of the Reform Committee that 
helped in planning Dr, Jameson's spectacular and 
futile raid in the early days of 1896, Sir Percy haa 
worked as @ “digger” in the mines, but later forged 
ahead in the public life of the strange community 
that grew up about the gold mines of the Witwaters- 
rand, One of his contributions to Johannesburg was 
the development of its public Mbrary, to which he 
devoted a great deal of time and work. 

Sir Perey Fitzpatrick wielded a facile and prolific 
pen, and his most important work, “The Transvaal 
From Within,” remains one of the most authentic, 
interesting and widely quoted volumes with 
events during the Kruger regime. With other promin- 
ent members of the Reform Committee, he was ar- 
rested and imprisoned following the collapse of the 
Jameson Raid, but ¢id not share in the death sen- 
tence (afterward commuted) on four 
other leaders. There are few left of those who played 
important parte in Bouth Africa during the hectic 
days that led up to the Boer War, Following the con- 
filet many of these men occupied high place tn the 
public life of the Union ef South Africa, and Bir 
Perey remained a popular and influentia) figure in 
his beloved Johannesburg.—-Toronto Globe.

Ts it possible to get along in the 
world without bluff? It seems to me 
that most of those who succeed make 
tenses and put on assurance 
hat fa unreal. 1 can't it, What 


is your inion?

‘Though this question sounds im- 
pertinent, it is most pertinent. Can 
one get along in this imperfect world 
without pretense and deception? 
‘That in a general sense is a moral 
question; but if you answer no, then 
the gentle art of bluffing must 
form part of our psychological 
equipment, Or is it the other way? 
‘That because there is in the psycho- 
logical make-up a tendency to de- 
ception, including the special var- 
iety called bluff, have we given it a 
part in the regulation of social be- 
havior? Both may be true. 

There are many varieties of decep- 
tion, aud they invite slang. “Spoof- 
ing” is rated as an Americanism; 
where “kidding yourself” came from 
is not quite certain. We would not 
invent the language but for the 
prevalence of the trait. Poker is 
the original American contribution 
to Hoyle; and its principle is bluff 

A popular history of American 
thought bears the subtitle: “From 
Puritanism to Pragmatism.” The 
former is where we started, the lat- 
ter where we seem to have arrived. 
The Puritan would say all decep- 
tion is immoral, and that settles it, 
Sin is sin. The pragmatist uses as 
his test, whatever works, and in 
more commercial language, whatever 
pays. But that position does not 
abandon standards by any means. 
Men may borrow money to tide 
themselves over a tight place; but 
indefinite borrowing is halted by
